Is bureau personnel ade' 
quately paid or not? How Is It recruited? 

This last query is especially acute. The top 
posts In the Internal revenue bureau are sel 
dotn filled on merit. They are political plums, 
highly prized. 

The Hoover commission, tn Its exhaustive 
study of governmental reorganization, recom- 
mended that- all oftlololfl of the bureau be 
^appblhtfld /rom- lhfl career' swnesr'wna no" 
■ena^ conflnnatlon..InTolved. 

Congress has not seen fit to act on this 
recommendation tor evident reasons. And so 
a system Inherently weak Is being perpetu- 
ated. 

^ Indeed, the pressures upon the.system have, 
mounted as' government grew and the tax. 
take soared to unprecedented levels. More and 
more, bureau workers have been tempted .by 
taxpay«rx'to eonnl^ at evasion. 

How if there is one thing an average tax- 
payer dislikes mora than hearing the gov- 
-«mment Is wastlng hla moneyi'lfs learning 
that some of his fellows aren't sharing the 
burden the way they should. 

Consequently, the public Isn't likely to be 
as complacent about revenue bureau shenani- 
gans as it seems to ba toward laxity in other 
departments. People will want action when 
this jtory Is spelled but to them. 

With more than a Uttle justice', they may 
feel that If we are to have honesty In gov- 
ernment, let it begin with the money handlers.

The west can be gratified that Rene Pleven 
Is tbe new French premler^e is probably 
theTitrongest mlddl8-^)I-^th"e-roadneaeIer"in" 
PYance today. a 

In his earlier premiership this year, PIo 
ven exhibited more character and drive than 
any French prime minister has shown since 
World war n. He made a fine impression dur- 
ing his hasty visit to the United States. 

Pleven faces some thorny issues, Roorma- 
ment and Its impact on the French economy, 
the revival of a German army as part of the 
European defense force, the granting and 
development of air. bases for the United 
Btates, these top the list. 

In any realistic poUtlcal framework, Ple- 
ven would be Judged and his. regime would 
etand or fall on how it meets these key Is- 
sues. But, unluckily, French cablneta In re-

Allowances can becotna a bone ot 
contention In the family unless there 
Is a basic pattern set for them and 
maintained. Children must 
taught the proper use of money and 
they can learn that only by ex- 
perience. Aa soon as a little child 
begins asUns for pennies to buy 
things, ha should be put on aa Oi 
lowance of so much a week, igiven 
htan regularly, without atrlngs.-lhls 
ha soon spends. Now ho wlll ask for 
another grant and this must be re- 
fused. He must leam, there and 
then, that the money he has In hand 
mutt last for a set time. There Is 
value In that lesson that eounts for

and pencils. Then a little men ' 
added and- he Is taken along 
shopping trips so be can leom how, 
to select the right color and quality, 
and price of his dothsa.

TcsponilbUlty more and more. He 
keeps as account book which Is ex- 
amined weekly: ho la praised and 
crtlclsed and advised acconUngly. 
By the time he Is ready for college 
he Is experienced enough to manage 
his own expendlturea. 

In the coune of his grOTth, the 
■ehlld-wfflwantto'eam'Mijie'nioile/ 
and the question rises, shall we pay 
him for work he doea about the 
house? Yes and no. When the work 
family matter, such as washing 
tha dishes, tnaklns the beds, run- 
ning errands for mother, mowing 
the lawn. no. The child doea these 
chares to claim his share In the 
family life, to become partner tn 




the concern. Children who serve the 
home are certain to love It more 
than those who have no part In It. 

There are, however, Jobs aljout 
thti place that are usually done by 
hired men.
